strations were obligatory* Political indoctrination was intensified, and 
all recalcitrant elements were immediately discharged » In accordance with 
the GAI pattern, a K 5 Department was also established in the Railroad 
Police, thus partially transferring the police activities from a criminal 
to a political sphere*
